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John Forrest (Fuzzy) Knight, one of the best and most 
versatile of all the Western sidekicks, died in his sleep at the 
Motion Picture Country House in Hollywood on February 23, 
1976. Fuzzy's role as “Tater” in TRAIL OF THE LONESOME 
PINE and his beautiful and touching rendition of “Twilight on 
the Trail” serves the dual purpose of his memorial and his 
legacy. "The ripple of the stream” was indeed his song.

When Tex Lansing, an unknown cowboy, wins all the events 
in the Prairie City Rodeo, defeating Pete Denby, the local 
favorite, he entrusts his prize money to his cowboy pals, Pee 
Wee and Stuby, while he goes to visit the lovely Gai 
Hawthrone, proprietress of a pin game at the rodeo fair.

National. The remainder of the Ritter westerns that were 
produced by Edward Finney (20 titles, 1938.41) were all 
distributed and handled by Monogram. 


Tom Jeffers, president of the Border States Railroad, calls in 
Tex Lawrence, a Texas Ranger, to help him solve the mystery 
of the "Ghost Train", which is being used by rustlers to deplete 
the cattlemen's herds in a wholesale fashion and thereby 
reducing the road's income to a danger point. Tex, during his 
undercover activities for the Rangers, has used the name of the 
"Pecos Kid" and earned the reputation of being the West's most 
dangerous gunman. Therefore, Jeffers’ announcement that he 
has sent for the “Pecos Kid" brings worry to the rustlers. 

Tex, and his two pals, Ananais and Pee Wee, arrive to learn 
that Jeffers has been murdered; and that his daughter, Sally is 
operating the road, with the help of Slaughter, her father's 
superintendent and Mason, his secretary. Both express an 
immediate objection to the Pecos Kid stepping into the case, 
and Sally is influenced enough to order him away. However, 
because of his friendliness towards her father, he discloses his 
real identity to her, and goes to work on the mystery. 

He finds that rustlers have been stealing cattle by the 
trainload and that, although the train has been seen, no one can 
find where it is kept, or where the cattle are taken to. Out 
scouting, Tex comes upon a gang of men laying an emergency 
spur from the end of a long abandoned branch of railroad track 
that had once crossed the border. He watches and sees this spur 
taken up again after the trainload of cattle have been switched 
to the branch. 

Following the track, he finds a huge cache of cattle at a ranch 
in a well hidden valley across the border. By a clever ruse, he 
and his pals drive off the rustlers before they can unload their 
last haul, and the three start back with the trainload. A rider 
warns the rustlers' heads of what has happened, and they 
decide to turn this setback to their own advantage. Slaughter 
tells Sally that the Pecos Kid is the real rustler, and when she 
expresses disbelief, invites her to come to the station and see 
the sheriff arrest Tex when he brings in a trainload of stolen 
cattle. 

Realizing this will end her growing regard for him, Tex 
redoubles his efforts and in a series of daring experiences not 
only traps the rustlers, but establishes the fact that Slaughter 
and Mason were their real leaders. The bandits awaken to a 
realization that the Rangers always clear up their cases, and 


Sally to the knowledge that her feelings towards Tex have not 
been misplaced.

Jack Slade and Mary Conway, alias Blanche, are recognized 
by deputy marshal Stevens as known crooks. Slade kills 
Stevens. Bob, the deputy's son, and Parkford join with the U.S. 
Marshals and proceed to rid the town of the cut-throat gang 
which has been terrorizing the citizens. 

Parkford, posing as a speech-making, outraged citizen, 
quickly gains favor with the townspeople with his fiery law and 
order speeches. Bob, posing as a tough, gun-slinging desperado, 
is taken into the gang. He learns of their plans to rob the stage 
coaches in order to secure the money needed to set up oil wells 
on the property they intend to swindle from the citizens. 

One of Slade's gunmen shoots Hoot because he is becoming 
dangerous to the gang's success. Bob, constantly stirring up 
trouble within the gang, befriends Jed, a member of the band, 
although not actually a bad man. With Jed's aid, Bob gathers 
the evidence to convict the gang, and in a fight with Slade, Bob 
draws faster and shoots straighter. Hoot, with the tender care 
of Bob's mother, is rapidly recovering.

A racketeering gang, headed by banker Bradley, controls 
the cowtown of Miller's Flats. Garrett, reform editor of a 
weekly paper, father of Betty Garrett, and Parson Hammond, 
evangelist, are murdered. McClure, Mesa Saloon proprietor, 
aids Bradley in operating a so-called "business protective 
organization." Frontier marshall Tim Hammond arrives to find 
his dad slain. 

Garrett's son, Jerry, takes Tim to his siter Betty, who is 
now editing the paper. Slim Doyle collector for the gang, is 
beaten by Tim as he tries to get money from Betty. Under the 
name of Hayes, Tim opens a blacksmith shop. Ап attempt to 
ambush him fails. Bradley discovers Tim's identity and orders 
him eliminated. Fired on, Tim shoots his assailant. The 
marshall visits Bradley, who refuses to give him any 
information. The sheriff comes to the bank, and ignores 
Bradley's suggestion to form a vigilance committee for 
suppression on the gangsters. 

Tim spies Slim Doyle, whom he recognizes as the strong-arm 
collector who menaced Betty, entering the saloon. With the 
sheriffs help and a "Wanted For Murder" placard taken from 
the sheriffs files, Tim has slim arrested on a trumped-up 
charge of murder. While Slim is kept in jail, to frighten him 
into a confession, Tim incites the townspeople to stage a fake 
attack on the jail, to “lynch” Slim. When Slim hears the roar of 
the mob he breaks down and offers to confess. 

In the Courier office Betty is informed by telephone that the 
mob has kidnapped her brother Jerry, and thinks he will only 
be released in exchange for Slim Doyle. Betty rushes to the jail 
to tell Tim of her brother's predicament. Thinking it is a trick 
to release Doyle, Tim accompanies Betty to the newspaper 
office, where the gangsters allow him to speak with the 
captured boy. 

Tim makes a deal over the phone to release Slim. In the jail, 
however, to confuse Slim, Tim and ther sheriff put over an 
impromptu act. Tim apparently shoots the sheriff then frees 
Slim, giving him a horse to make his escapes. But in the 
meantime the marshall has posted men along the road, to 
watch where Slim rides. Jerry escapes from the gang hideout, 
and the watching scouts report to Tim where Slim has gone. 
Tim heads at once for the hideout where he is joined by a 
posse. À terrific gun battle follows between the gangsters and 
the posse. This results in the death or capture of all the gang 
members. 

While searching the shack Tim sees some peculiar characters 
scrawled on the wall. He recollects having noticed Bradley 
scratch similar figures on his desk when he visited the latter at 
the bank. This discovery supplies the marshal with sufficient 
evidence to convict the banker or crooked work. He 
immediately mounts and gallops to Miller's Flats. 

He arrives in time to find Bradley making preparations for a 
getaway, in possession of most of the bank's money. Caught in 
the act, the banker resists and endeavours to shoot Tim. The 
marshall opens fire, and Bradley falls dead, riddled with 
bullets. With the racket-gang broken up and his dad's murder 
avenged, little remains for Tim to do. But his final move is to 
form a genuine and permanent protective association in 
Miller's Flats, which will serve the law-abiding citizens.

(In 1939 and 1940, prior to America's World War 2 entry 
against the Axis powers, a suddenly-popular plot in a great 
many B-Westerns was a sword-rattling, national defense 
story. One might conclude that the B-Western genre was very 
far-sighted indeed. Or, a more realistic conclusion, might be a 
guess that some of the writers might have stumbled into a 
theatre that was showing Warner Brothers’ "Confessions Of A 
Nazi Spy.") 


Under the pretense of developing an irrigation project for 
the reclamation of arid desert land, a band of renegade 
gunmen, headed by overseas leaders, assemble airplanes and 
parachute jumpers, used to gater valuable military information 
for the aid of a European power. Their actions awaken the 
suspicions of Sue Lambert and her father. 

The Lamberts raise horses for the Eastern market. Sue 
communicates with the commander of an American Legion 
post, and Washington investigates. Of five federal agents who 
arrive on the scene, two are murdered and three vanish 
completly. 

Sue's young lover, Sheriff Dan Kirk, does not share his 
sweetheart's views as to the seriousness of the situation and 
has no knowledge of the official identity of Trigger Tim, 
frontier Marshal, and his Companion, Lanky, when the two 
appear and bend their energies to the solving of what has 
become a national defense problem. Kirk does not cooperate 
with Tim, and even tries to arrest him at a crucial moment 
when Tim and Lanky are beseiging a shack where the 
conspirators are hiding. Tim knocks out Kirk, but the gang 
gets away. А mysterious horseman, who crosses Tim's trail at 
intervals, turns out to be Captain Rodriguez of the Mexican 
National Police, engaged in a similiar manhunt. Tim, Lanky 
and Rodriguez join forces in pursuit of the common enemy. 
(Julian Rivero, a greatly-under rated actor, as shown in many 
television roles in later years, passed away on February 24, 
1976.)

Tim, when released, finds а charred money-bag in Judge 
Harper's fireplace, the bandits having used the house as a 
rendezvous, unknown to Harper. Pete and his men blow up the 
relay station and again seize the strong-box. Tim joins forces 
with Harris, an insurance investigator, and they discover that 
Bftf, station agent, and Banker Emmett are confederates of the 
gang. Still suspecting Tim, the sheriff gives the latter 24 hours 
to get out of town. Bart, one of Pete's band, wounded in the 
gun battle when his comrades got away with the strong-box, is 
pursued and caught by Tim. As Bart is about to confess and 
reveal the identities of the guilty ones, he is shot from ambush. 

Clay goes to the relay station, where he captures Pete, Biff 
and the gang lieutenant, Jim. Fully understanding that the 
arrest of the trio will spoil their plans, Tim and Tombstone, 
after a hard fight, free the bandits from Clay's posse and ride 
off. As the marshall and his pal are now apparently members 
of the gang, the sheriff offers a $500 reward for their capture. 
Later, sheriff Clay obtains information which leads him to the 
hideout, where the gold has been deposited by Tim and his 
supposed comrades. 

Tim arrests Banker Emmett, in whose possession he finds 
practically all the loot acquired by the outlaws in their 
robberies. Thus, when Clay arrives at the hideout, he finds 
there's nothing for him to do but take charge of the prisoners 
turned over to him by Tim. 

Sheriff Clay regains his standing in Betty Harper's eyes by 
apologizing to the marshall for failing to penetrate the latter's 
disguise. Their job finished, Tim and Tombstone leave on the 
same stage that brought them to Black Mountain.

command of the gang, warns him that such action will bring 
Tim Barton, greatly feared frontier marshal on their trail. 

Barton and his pal Monty meanwhile find Pete's body and a 
note by Day. They ride to the cantina, find the gang and in a 
terrific battle are losing when a mysterious stranger, Pancho 
arrives and with his knife disarms Marlow just as he is about 
to kill Tim Barton. 

Rita, the serving girl at the cantina, to help her father an 
engraver held by the gang, consents to aid Marlow. She guides 
Tim and Monty to the hideaway, where her father and Day are 
supposedly held captive. Tim leaves Rita and Monty outside, 
goes in alone and is captured and about to be killed when 
Marlow decides on another course. Meanwhile Monty is 
accosted by Pancho who warns him not to enter the house to 
rescue Tim, but to wait outside. 

Marlow makes a deal with Tim, the latter to be the 
go-between with a messenger who is coming with $20,000 
ransom for Rita's father. The messenger arrives, Tim covered 
with the gang's guns outlines the deal but meanwhile, traces in 
the dust on the table top the words "Help— Danger." The 
messenger departs, and Tim is left in charge of Brett while the 
gang awaits the ransom. Luke suddenly returns, tells that the 
messenger is gathering a posse and accuses Marlow of being 
the "big chief which Marlow does not deny. While the gang is 
making ready for the getaway, Tim decoys Brett, knocks him 
out, escapes and finds Monty outside with Pancho's costume. 
Tim takes the big hat and serape, crosses to a cabin not far off, 
and finding Trigger and some other members of the gang, tips 
them off to what Marlow is doing. As Trigger and Co. leave, 
Tim finds Rita's father in an adjoining room frees him, and 
learns that Pancho is the man's faithful servant.

"Frontier Scout" remained George Houston's only starring 
western until 1941 when he was cast as "The Lone Rider" in 
the PRC series (YS 3). In late 1939, tho, the shortlived 
forefunner company of PRC known as Producers Pictures 
Corporation/Producers Distributing Corporation announced a 
program of 3 different western series; a Tim McCoy series 
(only one was actually made), a "Sagebrush Family" series 
(one was made), and a "Billy the Kid" series to star George 
Houston (none was ever filmed). By the time PRC had 
emerged from the PPC/PDC ashes in 1940, Bob Steele was 
cast as the lead in the "Billy the Kid" series. 


Wild Bill Hickok, intrepid Union spy, after a series of 
successful sorties with his pals, Whiney and Steve, is 
entrusted by General Grant with a message which counteracts 
a planned Confederate attack which might have delayed the 
end of the Civil War. After a declaration of pease, Steve is 
host at a big ball at which Wild Bill meets Steve's sister, Mary 
Ann and Bennett, his partner in a new cattle shipping depot at 
the Kansas end of a new railroad. Bill is invited to join them, 
but prefers to follow a life of adventure with Whiney. 

Several years later, Steve and Bennett are facing failure 
because a gang of desperadoes have blockaded the main pass 
From Texas to the station, and are charging ten dollars per 
head toll and seizing the herds of those who refuse to pay when 
they hit the wild North Pass. А new United States Marshal 
and his assistant are sent to wipe out the gang, and prove to 
be Wild Bill and Whiney. 

Bill and Whiney trap the outlaws, and prove that the real 
leader was Bennett — who has been doublecrossing his 
partner. Mary Ann urges Bill to settle down as Steve's 
partner, but Whiney arrives with news of much trouble at a 
settlement beyond the railway; Wild Bill and Whiney ride off 
to further adventure.

(As a western film hero, Tex Fletcher ranks high on the list 
. . . Lf the list is only made up of left-handed guitar players 
recruited out of New York radio. Just a guess, of course, but 
Sam Newfield’s short-lived career as a producer looks like the 
result of brother Sig being out of town for a couple of days. 
But the presence of Joan Barclay and a host of veteran 
villain-and-character players makes it all enjoyable, and the 
sight of Fletcher's football team, each wearing a different 
headgear and looking like a Cosell-pickup team from the 
Bronx, is something to see also. The Grand National fold-up is 
often given as the reason there wasn't a second Tex Fletcher 
western. Call us picky, but we will point out that this was a 
Grand National release, and not a Grand National production.) 


Joan Barclay - Tex Fletcher - Reed Howes 
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The Story: Tex, star halfback of a professional football team, 
announces at the close of a successful season that he is homesick 
for Texas. Spud, the team's trainer who has always had an 
ambition to be a cowboy, insists on accompanying him. Enroute 
to Tex'sranch, they run into a three-cornered gun fight and Tex 
helpsa rancher, Lem Baker, an old friend of his father's, to drive 
off the rustlers. Baker informs Tex that his father, Sheriff 
Fletcher, has mysteriously disappeared, leaving them at the 
mercy of a gang of outlaws who have carried on an organized 
reign of terror and theft. Tex drifts into town and passes himself 
off as a singing vagabond, while Spud earns the interest of the 
gamblers when he beats them at their own game. Tex finds that 
his father is supposed to have ridden off into Mexico, leaving a 
deputy in charge who is completely dominated by Jim Davis, the 
biggest of the gamblers. 

Jean Harper, dancer in the cantina, is attracted to Tex but 
dislikes the way he lets Davis bulldoze him. Her brother Don is 
held loyal to Davis by the belief that it was Don who shot Tex's 
father while drunk. Don leaves for Mexico and Jean tries to 
follow him. She notices Tex also following. and fearing for her 
brother's safety, stages a fake runaway which causes Tex to lose 
the trail. Tex learns of a raid being planned by the rustlers and 
organizes the ranchers to repulse them. Don learns Tex's 
identity and trails him tothe meeting with the ranchers. Warned 
by Don, Davis sends him men to ambush the ranchers and they 
seize Tex on a murder charge. Visiting him in Jail, Davis boasts to 
Tex that it was he who killed his father and that he will "legally" 
hang Tex. Spud contrivesto effect Tex'srelease from jail and Tex 
goes tothe cantina to get Davis. When Don learns the truth about 
the murder, he joins Tex in defending Jean from Davis’ men. 
Spud arrives with help (he had wired members of tho football 
team earlier). The athletes help to overwhelm the rustlers. Tex 
chases Davis out of town, and traps the gambler in the desert. 
Amidst a swirling sandstorm, Tex shoots his father's murderer. 
Peace and order are assured, clearing the way for the romance 
between Jean and Tex.

(While 13-year-old Bobby Clark may have been the World's 
Champion Junior Cowboy, his film career barely made it out of 
the chute. Part of the explanation for the early demise of PPC, 
and this series, may lie in the synopsis in the paragraph that 
begins, "Meanwhile, in the bandits hideout under the 
hen-house . . . " Shades of Mel Brooks!) 


When Bobby Sawyer, thirteen-year-old world's champion 
cowboy, and star of Sawyer's Greater Attractions, a 
wandering medicine show, averts a daring robbery of their 
local bank, the grateful citizens of Halfway, Texas, induce his 
parents, "Doc" and Minerva Sawyer, to settle in the 
community. Flattered, the Sawyers agree, but over the 
protests of their daughter Nellie, who is determined to drag 
them to the city, where she can become a great star of the 
theatre. 

Crafty Lem Gorman, editor of the town weekly, and secret 
"brain" behind a gang of robbers terrorizing the community, 
seeing Nelly's attraction for Jim Burton, young deputy sheriff 
and arch foe of the gang, sells the Sawyers a ranch which 
belongs to his lieutenant, Burt Wallace, and which is situated 
directly over an abandoned mine that serves as the gang's 
treasure trove. To his astonished associates, he explains that 
Jim will hardly search the ranch where Nellie will now make 
her home. 

The gang sets out to commit a series of depredations, which 
soon has a desperate citizenry howling, despite Jim Burton's 
baffled, but relentless efforts to uncover the stolen property 
and bring the criminals to justice. 

The sheriff, spurred by the threats of Widow Gail, 
postmistress and battle-axe head of the Woman's Auxiliary, 
decides that "Doc" Sawyer must be behind the criminal 
activities, since an alarming increase has immediately followed 
his appearance. Making Jim admit that he has covered every 
inch of the surrounding countryside, except the Sawyer's 
ranch, he demands that the deputy investigate there. 

Unable to make any headway with Nellie, whose theatrical 

ambitions have found an outlet in teaching the neighboring 
ranch kids, Jim still accepts the task. While interviewing 
"Doc" in his hen-house laboratory, created to find the cure for 
all of man's ills, he is shocked to see the old chemist pouring 
tobacco from a pouch which recently contained gold stolen 
from a nearby mine. Learning that "Doc" found the bag on the 
ranch, and being too cagey to make any direct accusation on 
such flimsy evidence, Jim invites Bobby to visit the sheriff's 
office, hoping to question the lad while ostensibly showing him 
the machinery of western law enforcement. Bobby, who is 
ambitious to become a range detective and idolizes Jim Burton, 
gladly accepts. 
Alone again, "Doc" turns back to his search for a new formula 
and accidentally mixes a solution which not only wrecks his 
laboratory, but rocks the whole ranch in an explosition which 
is amazing in that it is accompanied by no sound. Too 
exhilerated by his discovery to allow his terror-stricken wife to 
dress his injuries, he hurries to gather his formula and mix 
some more of the devastating fluid. 

Meanwhile, in the bandits hideout under the hen-house, two 
of Gorman's henchmen dig their way out of the shambles and 
race to tell Gorman the disquieting news. 

The incredulous editor rides anxiously to the Sawyer ranch, 
where he cleverly elicits the information from Minerva that 
"Doc" has discovered a noiseless explosive. 


Meanwhile, at the sheriffs office, Bobby has detected Jim's 
ruse, and cleverly avoids his questions until he can return to 
the ranch and do a little investigating himself. Tnere he finds 
where his dad had picked up the pouch he is using for tobacco. 
He picks up a trail and follows it to a thicket near the 
abandoned mine entrance. He decides to tell Jim. Riding off 
just in time to escape a bullet from the gun oi a Gorman 
henchman. 

That night, Gorman leads a raid on the hen-house, which 
nets all of Doc's mixed solution, but misses the formula. 
Realizing the value of the noiseless explosive to his own 
nefarious pursuit, he decides to test it on the express 
company's safe. 

The next morning, Bobby urges his dad to send application 
for the patent on his formula at once, but begs him not to 
report the robbery yet. "Doc" agrees. 

Oblivious to the seething gossip concerning the mysterious 
noiseless explosions which has left five of the town's banks 
empty the night before, "Doc" chirps a greeting to Widow Gai 
and modestly reveals his new discovery. "Doc" is arrested by 
the law enforcer and thrown in the hoosegow, charged with 
the robberies. 

Before the Sawyers learn the fate of "Doc" an indignant mob 
forms near the jail, threatening to hang "Doc." Nellie goes to 
Jim Burton to demand her father's release. Bobby, however, 
beats her to it by tricking the sheriff into a helpless position, 
stealing the keys from him and releasing the old man. "Doc" 
gets away, but before Bobby can follow him, he is caught and 
held in the sheriffs office until a posse can be formed to go 
after and return the fugitive. 

Meanwhile, Jim has convinced Nellie that he believes in 
"Doc's" innocence and reveals that he has a plan which may 
free him and allow them to catch the real bandits, if she can 
get "Doc" to cooperate with them. Nellie agrees. When they 
arrive at the sheriffs office, however, they find Bobby a 
captive and "Doc" a fugitive. 

His escape managed by Jim, Bobby rides for the ranch 
where he learns from Minerva that "Doc" is headed for the 
hills. 

Meanwhile, Lem Gorman, learning of Doc's escape, has 
overtaken the old man before the sheriffs posse got started. 
Determined to wrest the formula for his explosion from him 
before turning him back over to the law, Gorman's gang are 
holding "Doc" in a mountain cabin hideout. 

Bobby picks up his dad's trail and makes his way to the 
bandit hideout, where, with an astonishing display of roping, 
riding and shooting, he rescues his father and returns him to 
the Halfway jail. There Jim explains that if "Doc" will admit 
his complicity in the crimes and hint that he knows where the 
loot is hidden, the gang may believe he has accidentally 
stumbled onto part of the loot and hurry to remove it before he 
has a chance to tell the law where it is. 

At first "Doc" Sawyer refuses to tell the first lie of his life, 
but finally consents. Jim hurries to tell the sheriff that "Doc" 
has a confession to make, then hurries to spread the news 
about the town. 

Having long suspected Gorman, Jim goes to his office first, 
ostensibly to report, and watches Gorman's bewildered 
reaction. As soon as he leaves, Gorman calls his gang together, 
tells them what has happened, and sends them to remove the 
treasure from the Sawyer Ranch. 

From a hiding place, Jim sees Bert Wallace and his 
henchmen leave Gorman's office, and follows them. As he is 
leaving, he encounters Bobby, who claims he knows the trail 
the bandits will take, and insists upon going along with Jim. 

Meanwhile in his jail cell, "Doc" resenting his arrest and 
angered at the overbearing tactics of the pompous sheriff, tells 
the oíficer that the treasure is buried under his house, not 
aware himself that it is actually there. The sheriff heads his 
posse for the Sawyer Ranch. 

Bobby leads Jim over a short cut on the ranch to where he 
had lost the trail of hoof-prints before. They wait until the 
bandits arrive, enter the mine entrance and return loaded with 
loot, before they pounce on them. After a pitched battle in 
which Bobby saves Jim's life, the bandits are overcome and led 
back toward the ranch house, where a surprised Sheriff 
arrests them. 

Gorman surrenders, after Wallace’s confession. "Doc" 
receives a bid for his patent from a major powder company. АП 
are happy, except Jim who accepts his heartbreak at losing 
Nellie. The Sawyer family heads west for another adventure, 
all disagreeing which road to follow.
